SEEMS EX-GOV, BROWN 
HOLDS KEY TO SITUATION 


All Eyes on Him Awaiting His 
Decision About Running 
and to See What Stand He 
Takes---Reported He Will 
Favor Reference Direct to 
the People. 


Recent signs portend that the gu- 
bernatorial campaign of this fall and 
winter will revolve around the prohi- 
bition question in some form; and it is 
possible that the first step in the di- 
rection of solving the problem perma-. 
néntly in this state will be taken. 

One of the gubernatorial candidates, 
Judge R. B. Russell, having come out 
for local option, the issue is forcimg it- 
self into the campaign. J. Pope Brown, 
the only other announced candidate, 
has come out in support of the ex- 
isting law, and, it is said, will have 
the backing of many prohibitionists. 
Judge T. A. Parker, of Waycross, 
being spoken 
tion candidate. 

Prohibitionists and anti-prohibition- 
ists have not been inclined to encour- 
age the ejectment of the issue into 
the pending contest, but both sides are 
lining up with a fight in view. They 
say it cannot be avoided, although no 
legislature will be chosen at this time. 
However, victory for either side would 
count for much in the elections of next 
year, when the question will probably 
Jisu.e with considerable, if not pre- 
dominating prominence, not to mention 
the influence of the result this year 
on mext year’s legislative session. 

Both sides have their eyes on former

admit that he can enter the race with 
a stronger original, or ground, follow- 
ing than is possessed by anyone else 
running or likely to run. If he makes 
the race—and it seems certain that he 
wili—the posigion he takes with regard 
to the liquor issue will have much to 
de with crystallizing the questions 
fought over in the campaign. 

Hasn't Indicated Position. 

Governor Brown has given no indi- 
cation of what position he will assume 
in case he runs. Some of his friends 
see no reason why he should take any, 
inasmuch as the legislature he will 
have to deal with has already been 
chosen. 

But should*it be forced upon him— 
what will he do? 

Some say the issue will become of 
such importance that no candidate will 
be able to ignore it, despite the seem- 
ing futility of any outright stand. 

Anti-prohibitionists claim that the 

prohibition law has been given a fair 
test, or as fair a one as any law of 
that kind can receive, ang that it is 
time for the people to say whether or 
not they are in favor of the contin- 
uance of present conditions. 
‘They point to the fact that the state 
prohibition law has never been voted 
on by. the state as a whole. It has 
figured indirectly in gubernatorial 
campaigns, and has been an issue in 
some legislative contests, but the line 
has never been drawn so that the peo- 
ple could say precisely and definitely 
that they favor or oppose the existing 
status in Georgia. 

Test votes toward the close, of the 
recent session of the legislature show- 
ed the house at least to be quite posi- 
tive in favoring rigorous prohibitive 
measures. But, it is allegeq that if the 
question had been brought forth early 
in the session the vote would have been 
doubtful and probably against such 
measure as the Tippins anti-near beer 
bill. 

If in the election of the new govern- 
or it is shown that the people favor a 
conservative solution of the problem, 
it is argued, the legislature would be 
much inclined to abide by the wishes 
of the voters. 

Want Test of Strength. 

A test strength—that's what the 
anti-prohibitionists, or rather those 
who oppose the existing status, say 
they want. They hope to see it put 
up to the voters, so that there may be 
some certainty in the continuance. of 
whatever system is approved by them, 

They say it must reach the people 
sooner or later. In North Carolina, a 
prohibition law was submitted to a 
referendum vote pefore it went into

In other words, a number of Dub- 
lin citizens are thinking seriously of 
following up their recent corn propo- 
sition, by offering to put up $6800 that 
Laurens has the best three acres of 
cotton in the world, 

A short time ago Dublin offered to 
put up $1,000 that Laurens county had 
the best 12 acres of corn in the world. 
Three men went there from different 
sections of the country, ready to match 
the $1,000 offered by Dublin. They 
went out and took a look at the 12 
@cres of corn and then went home- 
with their money in their pockets.

Fertilizer, $50 per acre, total $150; 
hoeing, $5; working, $25; picking will 
cost $70; hauling to gin, $5; ginning, 
$15; bagging, $8. Total expense, $278. 

Here is what he expects to get from 
it: 

Ten bales of cotton at 12 cents a 
pound, $600; 250 bushels of seed at $l a 
bushel, $250. Total, $850. 

It will be seen that his possible net 
profit will be $572, but Mr. Pope is 
conservative, and figures that he will 


make $500 net on his little patch, 
Mr. Pope uses Toole’s prolific cotton 


seed, but the magnificent results he 
gets are due ito his persistence in cul-| 
tivation and his proper use of ferti- | 
lizers. 


“Any of this land around me here 
can be made to do the same thing,”

AS TO “PLAYING POLITICS.” 


The Cedar Valley’ Fatmers’ ‘Club, of Polk county; which has 
laid the farmers of Georgia under obligations by initiating the in- 
vestigation of the state department of agriculture, makes ringing 
answer to statements from a few newspapers, impunging its motives. 

One or two state papers have accused the members, so the 
statement runs, of “playing politics.” The members draw attention, 
in rejoinder, to the significant fact that no criticism of their course 
has yet come from a single source save those that are direct bene- 
ficiaries of the department of agriculture, and declare that whenever 
farmers are to be held “presumptuous” for demanding an accounting 
from the department conducted for their benefit, that “department 
will soon be a thing of the past.” 

The members charge directly that, at every stage of Mr. Ault’s 
efforts to push his resolution through the legislature, “insidious 
efforts were made by friends of Mr. Hudson to hinder and emascu- 
late it in committee.”

In our 
judgment Mr. Ault has rendered the state, and especially the farmers, a most 
important and valuable service by insisting on a showdown from our agricul- 
tural commissioner, such as the heads of the other departments make. 

You ol] inspectors say that the commissioner is all right and his admtn- 
istration above criticism. We sincerely hope this Po true, but if it is, why do 
you think it will kill him politically for the peopR to find it out? 

Give the public the facts and let them form their own conclusions. Set- 
ting up a man of straw and then knocking him over~with “a positive dis- 
claimer” is a mighty poor amend for an unprovoked affront. 


Exactly. If the department is “above criticism,” why antagonize 
and deplore its investigation? And, speaking of being “above 
criticism,” if these sturdy farmers of Polk needed any vindication— 
which they do not—it is furnished by the fact that more than a 
month after the passage of the enabling resolution the department 
has not been able to get together the accounts, data and documents 
upon which the investigating committee is to make up its verdict. 

It is a self-brought indictment of any state department that it 
should require this length of time to render an accountal of steward- 
ship. There could be no more complete evidence of demoralization, 
slackness and absence of organization and this, too, in a department 
which is assumed to represent the interests of the largest element 
of the state’s population. Had it done nothing else, the Polk County 
Farmers’ Club has wrought well for the farmers of Georgia in 
inadvertently exposing this condition. 

But—the surface has not been scraped! Wait until the probe 
sinks deep. If it shall disclose large sums collected from the farmers 
and the farmers’ mterests, over a long period of years, but lavished 
in high-salaried and useless positions, in palpable political patronage, 
the members of the Cedar Valley Farmers’ Club and the farmers 
generally of Georgia need not be surprised. The committee will 
find plenty of “dead timber” for its pruning-knife. It will find 
plenty of sinecures, maintained against all but political reasons, for 
exposure and abolishment. : 

There have been several important legislative investigations in 
the history of Georgia. From the vantage-ground of certain knowl- 
edge, we make the prediction that none of these will approach in 
importance and revelations the investigation of the state agricultural

Hold Your Cotton. 

Editor Constitution: There is more 
said about the amount that will be 
raised each season and less. really 
known than any other crop planted. 
If the presént crop should come up to 
the estimate the wiseacres would have 
one believe, why, then, the manufac- 
turers of the fleecy stuff needn't Lave 
any fears for the future. 

The strangest thing with me is that 
those who couldn't tell a stalk of cot- 
ton from a pawpaw bush know more 
about the probable yield than the farm- 
ers who raise it. Now this will be 
the shortest crop of cotton we have 
had for several years past. I would 
not be surprised if it isn't the shortest 
(acreage considered) we've had in ten 
years, while the bears predict a bumper 
crop. 

I Know nothing that will nauseate 
the stomach of a farmer more than to 
show him the prices in futures, and 
if I wanted to make him sicker I'4 
simply submit another list of future 
prices, 

There is no use to discuss the fact 
that future dealing in cotton should 
be prohibited by law. That matter has 
been worn threadbafe discussion. 
And the proposition to hoid your cot- 
ton is becoming pretty well worn, so 
what next? We've been hearing that 
the banks are going to assist the farm- 
ers in holding their cotton till the price 
was sufficient. 

Now, I'll tell you farmers how to 
hold your cotton fer a fair price. Just 
hold to it, that’s the way Sam Jones 
advised his brethren to do a thing, 
“Just do it,” and not talk about it. 

Now, I know there isn't one out of 
every ten farmers but that can hold 
his cotton. Go not only to the banker, 
but to every neighbor who has money 
and pawn your cotton for enough to 
pay pressing demands, and by this 
means your cotton will be kept off 
the market; that is, it will be kept out 
of the control of the manipulators. 
Now, this ean be done as easily as you 
can dry your face with a clean towel. 

The south must pull together. It's a 
fact known to all, if the whole eouth 
should pull together, that is, pull, not 
talk about pulling: do and not talk 
about doing; the matter of the con- 
trol of the price of our staple ‘vould 
be a light thing, and one or two sur- 
cessful pulls would forever put us over 
the obstruction thrown up by our ene- 
mies—the bears in the market. 

Remember, this is going to be a very 
short crop, and with proper manage- 
ment im selling we'll realize good 
prices.

UNION WAGING GREAT FIGHT 


TO MAINTAIN COTTON PRICE’ © 


Union City, Ga, August 28.—-(Spe- 
cial.)—National President Barrett, of | 
the Farmers’ Union, today made his 
first official expresgion regarding the 
attitude of that Dbigy organization in 
the battle that is coming this fall to 
maintain the price of cotton at a 
proper level. 

“The Farmers’ Union,” says Presi- 
dent Barrett, “issues an invitation to 
the entire south to co-operate with it 
in saving to this section many mais | 
lion dollars on the cotton crop of 
1911-12. It is for the merchant, the 
business man, the banker, the smalli- 
est citizen, no less than the farmer, 
to figure the difference between 8 or 
9-cent cotton and 13 or 14-cent cotton. 
The fight we are going to win ig not 
alone in behalf of the farmer. It is 
waged in:the interest of the southern 
business world as a whole. To that 
degree it.is not only the duty, but the 
individual profit of every element in 
the southern states to join hands with 
the Farmers’ Union to the end that 
the powerful machinery of this or- 
ganization may be brought to bear 
with complete success upon the pres- 
ent situation. 


“Hold Your Cotton.” 


“To the farmer, whether or not a 
member of the Farmers’ Union, my 
imperative advice is ‘hold your cot- 
ton.’ It is worth infinitely. more than 
the price now quoted. ou should 
first go to your local banker, if you 
are in debt, and borrow sufficient 
money, with cotton as collateral, to 
enable you to hold. Your own banker 
knows you Dest and it is to his interest 
to aid you in the fignt. Should he fail 
you—and I don’t think he will—you 
can depend upon us for assistance. 

“The Farmers’ Union does not in- 
teng that a clique of bear gamblers 
or domestic and foreign spinners shall 
combine to dictate the price of our 
product or to rob the section of a 
tremendous sum of money. It is for 
the south we are working. Now is the 
time for every southerner to prove 
his business insight and it is not the 
time for hypocritical pretensions. It is 
a cold matter of dollars and cents. If 
the farmer suffers, tne business man, 
every business interests, suffers along 
with him. 

“It is no longer possible to produce 
cotton for 8 or $9 cents at a profit. If 
we could return to the old prices for 
mules, supplies, farm machinery, land 


itself, the proposition woulg be feas- 
ible. But as we cannot, the farmer 
must insist upon 


product being maintained upon a level 
with that of every other product. 

Crop Not So Large as Reported. 

“The south ought to be abundantly 
able to finance and hold its own prin- 
cipal product. The accomplishment 
should be a matter of pride as well as 
of cammon sense. Practical men real- 
ize that the cotton crop of the open- 
ing season wi ll not be nearly so large 
as it has been reported. We, who have 
investigated, know that there will be 
a demand, at a fair price, for every 
pound of the staple produced, The 
main thing is for the farmer, large 
and small, organized and unorganized, 
to get together and resolve that he 
will not be cheateg out of the result of 
his toil. 

“Every solitary southerner is in- 
terested in the same result. And to 
each one, in whatever calling, I ex- 
tend a cordial invitation to work with 
us for his own monetary interest, no 
less than that of the farmer. As for 
the latter, another season or two of 
fair prices mean absolute emancipa- 
tion from debt. That thought should 
be sufficient to nerve him for the bat- 
tle, especially when he is assured as- 
sistance in its winning. 

Oklahoma Convention. 


“Captain Reuben F. Kolb, commis- 
sioner of agriculture of Alabama, has 
called a meeting of the commissioners 
of agriculture of the southern states 
and of all interested parties, barring 
none, to devise means for maintain- 
ing the price of cotton, This. confer- 
ence will follow the Farmers’ Wnion 
convention to be held at Shawnee, 
Okla., September 5, and the convern- 
tion will be, liberally, if not as a body, 
represented at the conference. I urge 
all goutherners who realize the im- 
portance of the occasion to meet with 
the commissioners and with members 
of the Farmers’ Union in this corfer- 
ence. Let all come, not to discuss the 
farmers’ ‘greatness, which may be 
taken for granted, nor any other sub- 
ject but the securing of a proper price 
for cotton. That is a big enough fob 
for a gathering composed of the south’'s 
best brains, and it should not be in- 
terfered with by ‘hot alr’ or discus- 
sions admirable in their way, but with- 
out any bearing on the paramount is- 
sue. 

“Prompt action taken by this joint 
conference, following the policies out- 
lined at the Farmers’ Union conven- 
tion, will bring triumph in a cam- 
paign which no coutherner, however 
humble, can afford in self-interest and 


the price of hispatriotism to ignore.”

Extortion Charge. 


A hearing cn‘a requisition issued by 
Governor Hooper, of Tennessee, for 
W. Jordan Massee, the well Known 
Macon capitalist, in which he. was 
‘charged with extortion, was given by 
Governor Smith yesterday. 

The requisition was fought by Mr. 
Massee, who said it amounted to noth- 
ing more than an effort to blackmail 
him. He was represented at the hear- 
ing by Reuben R. Arnold, of Atlanta, 
‘Congressman C. L. Bartlett and W. 
|. McNeill and Felton Hatcher, of 
,Macon. The other side was represented 
by George Westmoreland, of Atlanta, 
and Attorney Stokes, of Columbia, 
Tenn. 

It appears that the requisition was 
the result of a dispute arising severai 
years ago between Mr. Massee and a 
race track man by the name of Wil- 
liams, who lives in Columbia, Tenn. 

Mr. Williams ‘carried a string of 
horses to Macon about two years ago 
in connection with some affair with 
which Mr. Massee was identified in the 
management. Some question arose as 
to what he should receive. 

Later, Mr. Massee went to Columbia 
for the purpose of making a settle- 
ment, but when he arrived was served 
with a notice of a suit. He resented 
this action, and later another suit of 
Slander was brought against him in 
the Tennessee courts. 

Just a few months before the matter 
would have been barred by the statute 
of limitations, the criminal charge of 
extortion was brought by Williams 
against Massee and the requisition is 
the outcome. 

After a hearing, the governor agreed 
to defer final decision until one side 
could file a brief and the other make 
additional affidavits.

There is a good deal being said and 
written about Mrs. Stilson Hutchins 
and her demand for more money, she 
receiving at present one thousand dol- 
lars monthly for so-called “pin mon- 
ey.” When Mrs. Hutchins, who is the 
pretty young wife of the invalid ex- 
Editor Stilson, of Washington, D. C., 
found this was not sufficient, she ask- 
ed for more from the trustees of her 
husband's estate, and the world began 
on the subject of the “extravagance of 
woman and pin money.” However, 
when a statement of Mrs. Stilson‘s 
monthly expenses was made and it 
was shown what expenses she had to 
cover, it was found that what she 
asked for was not “pin money’ but 
muney to cover the expenses of a very 
large establishment which her husband 
shared with her. 

For instance the items quoted were: 
Servants, automobiles, livery and chau- 
feur, milk, marketing, groceries and 
wine, pew rent ($16), music, confection- 
ers, Charity, theater tickets, summer 
club dues, silver insurance, massage, 
drugs and toilet articles, flowers, 
cleaning clothes, physicians, dentists, 
traveling, clothes for Mrs. Hutchins, 
rent summer cottage, rent apartment 
Paris, books, etc., amounting in all to 
$2,113. Of this amount $300 was for 
Mrs. Hutchins’ clothes. 

Now pik money for a woman !s sup- 
posed to mean, not that which actually 
supports her, which pays her living ex- 
penses, but which is allowed her to 
spend as she pleases, frequently not 
even for her clothes. A woman's “pin 
money” covers presumably her gloves, 
silk stockings, extracts, manicure bills, 
massage, unless in case of illness, her 
hats probably, and face veils, and the 
little accessories, but he is a pill of 
a husband or a trustee who expects a 
wife to pay her doctor bills out of her 
“nin money,” or who expects that her 
“pin money” will cover any item of 
household expenses. 

Mrs. Stilson may be very extravagant 
in the way she runs her household, and 
not a careful housekeeper, but it is no 
use accusing her of spending two thou- 
sand a month “pin money,” whep in the 
items for which that money was éxX- 
pended she paid for servants, livery, 
chauffeur, markets and wine dealers 
(presumably the invalid husband enjoy- 


ing some of these).

HOW TO SPEAK 
CORRECTLY. 


l notice that in the advance notices 
of one of the mountain schools to be 
started this fall it is mentioned in the 
curriculum that the girls will be 
taught to “speak correctly.” 

Would that something of that kind 
could be enforced in all schools! The 
listless, incorrect fashion in which the 
average individual talks is appalling. 
Frequently a pupil who for scholar- 
ship has made a good record, cannot 
talk correctly, much less carry on a 
conversation. There seems to be a 
fear of pronouncing every syllable of 
a word, and no attention is paid to 
the last syllable of words ending in 
“ing,” the “gg” being slurred over, as 
i¢ there were something wrong about 
it. 

The misuse of pronouns is general 
and in asking over the phone: “Is that 
Mrs. So-and-so?” the invariable an- 
swer is: “This is her.” 

Proper names are slurred over, and 
this indistinctness of pronunciation is 
particularly perceptible over the phone. 
Not only should there be a reform in 
this direction and children encouraged 
to speak distif&ctly, but they should 
be taught to use their voices naturally, 
and not pitch them on high falsetto 
keys when they want to be heard, 
The tendency of children to “whine,” 
too, is a bad one, but very perceptible 
among the school children of the 
moment.

Photography has reached that degree

LADY’S GARDEN.

Little 
bags of the old lavender and rosemary 
leaves will accompany the Christmas 
present of 1911 insteaqg of the little 
French sachets so long used, and the 
woman who has foreseen this and 
preserved her old plants will be con- 
gratulated. For those who may wish to 
prepare for sweet lavender next year I 
quote from a lady who knows the art 
of growing it: 

“In March a shallow box was filled 
with potting mold, thoroughly soaked 
with water, then covered with about 
one-fourth of an inch of soll, patted 
down firmly, the box covered with 
glass, and placed in a west window. Ase 
soon as seedlings appeared, the glass 
was removed; but they were shaded 
from the direct.sun and lightly sprin- 
kled every morning. 

“When 2 inches high they were 
transplanted to a deeper hox, and set 
2 inches apart. About two months 
later they were transplanted to a part- 
ly shaded seed bed, in the garden, and 
the last two leaves were nipped off 
each plant to insure a bushy growth. 
Cultivation was constant all through 
the summer until August, when they 
were again transplanted; this time 
into a bed which was to be their per- 
manent home—a border paftly shaded 
by shrubs. It happened to be a very 
dry summer, so they were sprinkled 
every evening. 

“When cool weather set in leaves 
were scattered between the plants and 
the quantity increased as the weather 
became more severe. In the spring the 
mulch was removed, and a little bone 
meal raked into the ground around the 
plants. The ground must be covered 
every winter, and it Is well to have a 
dressing of well-rotted manure dug 
into the bed during the early fall. 

“In June or July we always have 
huge quantities of flowers. We have 
never marketed any of them, but they 
have formed the basis af many Christ- 
mas and birthday presents.”

FEARS ARE FELT 
FOR THE APACHE 


Savannah Is Alarmed About 
Clyde Line Steamer 


Savannah, Ga. (via mail to Wad- 
ley, Ga.), August 28.—Springing from 


the sea almost unheralded a storm 


SULLIVAN ISLAND INUNDATED. 
HOUSES ROCKED LIKE CRADLES 


Summerville, S. C., August 28.—Great 
anxiety was felt today for the safety 
of the people on Sullivan's Island. 

All day and until the arrival of 
the steamer about 2 o'clock crowds 
were about the ferry wharf waiting 
for news. 

The public has this game scare every 
year and perhaps more often when a 
storm threatens or actually strikes with 
the Consolidated company cutting out 
its trips. 

The gteamer tied up yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Mount Pleasant’ terminal 
and remained until this afternoon. In 


that eclipses anything Savannah has 
known, buffeted this city, its ad- 
jacent territory and ships at sea 
off this coast last nigth and al] of 
today. If there has been loss of 
any ship at sea because of it, it is 
not known here, though the fate of the 
steamer Apache, of the Clyde line, 
which left Charleston with a large 
cargo of passengers last night, is 
causing intense uneasiness here. Out 
of the murky air this morning early, 
to the operator on the steamer Na- 
coochee, in port here, came this call 
from the operator on the Apache: 
“To all: The steamer Apache will go 
ashore within the next hour near Sa- 
vannah. Signed, Capt. J. J. Staples.” 
Fears for the Apache. 

Since then not one word has been 
heard from the Apache and tugs 
which went out from Savannah and 
the revenue cutter Yamacraw are 
searching for her, but so far as has 
been reported by wireless have found 
no trace of the steamer. The steam- 
ers Mohawk and Saratoga, both at sea, 
were communicated with, but the 
Apache had failed to give her loca- 
tion, except to say “near Savannah” 
and their requests for her position 
could not be complied with. The local 
wireleaz station was rendered useless 
uring the night. 

Shipping men hére fear the Apache 
has struck on the Georgia coast and 
is unable to send out any further calls 
for help. 

A rumor was received here that a 
large steamer was aground off Hat- 
teras. . 

The storm left Savannah late this 
afternoon too jate for the stores which 
in most instances were closed all day 
to open for any business. Savan- 
neh’s beautiful parks and squares 
were today a scene of desolation.

CLARK TO HAMMER 
PRESIDENT TAFT 


The Democratic Leader Is Go- 
ing After That “Keynote” 
Speech. 


Quincy, Ill., August 28.—Champ 
Clark, speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, who spent the day and 
night here, did mot learn of President 
Taft’s keynote speech, delivered at 
Hamilton, Mass., Saturday, until late 
today, and immediately said he would 
reply to it. 

“President Taft will hear from me, 
for I am going after him with ham- 
mer and tongs,” said Mr. Clark, “The 
insurgents can take care of themselves, 
but I will reply for the democrats.” 

Mr. Clark’s hosts said the speaker 
was exercised over the  president’s 
speech and that he intimated he would 
have something to say about the presi- 
dent and the tariff board in particular. 
They said Mr. Clark has-not the most 
favorable opinion of the members of 
the board as experts on tariff, and if 
the report of the board is needlessly 
delayed, the source of income of the 
board may be cut off by the lower 
house of congress,

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PARCELS POST 
‘OV RURAL ROUTES 


Will Be Urged by hitchcock 
in His Annual Report 


Postmaster General Will Also 

* Urge Increase in Second- 
Class Mail Rates and a 
Radical Change in System 
of Paying the Railroads. 


Washington, August 28.—An outline 
of the program of legislation for the 
postal service which Postmaster Gener- 
al Hitchcock will = congress to fol- 
low during the regtlar session to be- 
gin in December, was indicated by Mr. 
Hitchcock today. 

In his annual report, which will be 
laid before congress in December, Mr. 
Hitchcock will recommend the estab- 
lishment of a parcels post service on 
rural mail routes; the crystallization 
into law of proposed increases in sec- 
ond-class mail rates; and the enactment 
of the proposed law providing a radi- 
cal change in the system of compensat- 
ing the railways for transporting the 
mails, 

Mr. Hitchcock explained ‘that it was 
his idea first to establish parcels posts 
on the rural routes that the admin- 
istrative details of the system might 
be worked out without disadvantage t9 
the postal service generally. Gradual- 
ly, he would extend the parcels service 
to urban communities, so packages and 
parcels might be delivered locally by 
city carriers. Subsequently, the ser- 
vice would be extended to Include rail- 
way transportation. 

“The continuous flow of the mails, 
particularly the commercial and busi- 
ness mails, cannot be interfered with 
and cannot be allowed to be disturb- 
ed,” said Mr. Hitchcock. “The insti- 
tution of a parcels post service, if at- 
tempted in rural territory, and in the 
cities and in the railway mails simul- 
taneously, would embarrass seriously 
the whole country, for it scarcely could 
be put into operation in that fash- 
ion without glutting up every post- 
office in the country. By working 
out a system by degrees, however, we 
Shall be able to extend the service 
with no inconvenience or embarrass- 
ment to anybody. It will require an 
immense increase to both carrier and 
clerical forces, but once established, it 
— be of enormous value to the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Hitchcock indicated that the ad- 
ministration expected to adopt the rec- 
ommendation of the Hughes second- 
class postage rate commission, which 
has been in: session for several weeks, 
in New York. The commission’s re- 
port will be submitted to congress in 
December.

So Says Kruttschnitt of De 
mands of Railway Employees 


Manager of the Harriman 
of the Labor Federation. 
He Indicates That Demands 


Will Not Be Granted. 


San Francisco, August 28.—That to 
grant the demands for the federation 
of shop employees of the Harriman 
lines would mean chaos, and that it 
would diminish the ability of the cor- 
porations to fulfill the duties imposed 
upon them by law, was the statement 
made tonight by. Julius Kruttschnitt, 
vice president and director of main- 
tenance and operation of the Harriman 
roads. 


Reasons For. 
Mr. Kruttschnitt took up in detail 
the reasons for refusing the demands 
of the federated shopmen, saying: 


“These are the reasons why. we de- 
cline to surrender to an irresponsible 
committee of federated employees, rep- 
resenting a very small portion of the 
public trusts confided to us by the en- 


cede to such a committee the right to 
dictate whether we shall or shail “oes 
pene =e 20,000,000 of people in sevén- 
een states the duties clea - 
scribed by law. = 

“The employees’ demands are sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“1. Recognition of the shop em- 
ployees’ federation. 

“Heretofore issues arising with a 
machinist, blacksmith or sheet metal 
worker were taken up with his asso- 
ciation of that craft. When not sue- 
cessfully adjudicated, strikes of that 


craft have followed, but they were not 
‘serious enough to prevent the roads 
performing their public services for 
which they were created. Under the 
change proposed an issue of a small 
road in Louisiana might stop all shop 
work throughout the system by re- 
quiring members to strike in Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Washington or Nebraska. 


Means Closed Shops. 


“2. All present or future employees 
will join the federated association 
within thirty days. 

“This means the discharge of all em- 
ployees who will not join, or an abso- 
lutely closed shop. 

“3. That the company agrees that the 
final settlement of differences shall 
rest with a federated committee repre- 
senting all five crafts. 

“This would place the employees of 
all crafts behind a demand made by 
any one craft, and would encourage 
unreasonable demands not likely to be 
made by individual crafts. 

“4. The restriction of the number of 
apprentices. 

“This would deny to Anrerican boys 
the opportunity to learn trades. 

“5, A flat increase of 7 cents per 
hour for all mechanics, apprentices and 
helpers, an average for the entire shop 
forces of 23 per cent and a reduction of 
hours and other demands averaging 13 
per cent additional. 

“The Southern Pacific is now paying 
higher wages than any other railroad 
in the United States, and has increased 
the pay of all shop crafts 12% per cent 
in the last five years. 


In Conflict With Public Will. 


“6. The abolishing of piece, premium 
or bonus systems, shop foremanship to 
be filled by promotion from federation 
employees. This is in direct conflict 
with the public will, recently express- 
ed that increased expense of carriers 
should be met with increased effi- 
ciency of operation and not by increase 
of freight rates. 

“7. That no form of physical exam’ 
nation or personal record shall be re- 
quired. 

“This denies the company the right 
of every citizen to require of persons 
offering his service evidences of com- 
petency, good character and health, and 
deprives the companies of all protec- 
tion under the fellow servant laws of 
Jany states. 

“8. That if forces are reduced, em- 
loyees are to indicate who should be 
aid off. 

“This would embarrass the company 
in efforts to increase efficiency by rid- 
ding the service of inefficient em- 
ployees. 

“9, That no employee belonging to 
the federation be discharged without 
consent from the employees’ commit- 
tee. 

“This would require the company in- 
volved to meet a committee represent- 
ing all its craftsmen which committee 
would owe allegiance to a general com- 
mittee composed of allied craftsmen of 
all lines of the Harriman system.” 

Chicago Conference Postponed. 

Chicago, August 28.—The expected 
conference between officials of the Il- 
linois Central railroad and representa- 
tives of the federated shop employees, 
who threatened to strike unless their 
organization is recognized by the rall- 
road, was postponed today. President 
McCleary, of the federation, and the 
delegation which came to Chicago with 
him frgm Paducah, Ky., met with the 
officials of the federation twice during 
the afternoon. 

The plan to demand that the road’s 
officials meet with the representatives 
of the new organization were complet- 
ed at these meetings.

It Took a Corps of News 
Experts to Run Rumor 
Down. 


—————— 


One managing editor, one Washing- 
ton correspondent, two reporters, one 
mechanical expert, one photographer, 
two automobiles; a mad race of some 
seventy miles over country roads, 
spurred on by the prospect of a race 
riot which might cost scores of lives! 
Net result: The death of one leather- 
winged bat, one lost hat, two badly 
damaged automobile tires and an as- 
sortment of cuss words that would do 
credit to a pirate, following a wash- 
out. 

That tersely tells the story of a 
story which did not develop Saturday, 
and incidentally illustrates the enthusi- 
astic methods of Atlanta papers when 
anything out of the ordinary develops 
in the state of Georgia. 

How I¢ All Happened. 

It was about 12 o’clock Saturday 
when news reached Atlanta that a race 
riot was in progress at Indian Spring; 
that an exodus of guests from the 
hotels had begun and bloodshed was 
momentarily expected.” There was no 
chance of getting a train for hours, 
and then the worst or the best—from 
a@ newspaper standpoint—would be 
over. Getting a piece of news out of 
a small Georgia town is far more dif- 
ficult in many cases than if the same 
thing had happened in Singapore. News 
ceases to be news the next day, or even 
the next hour. 

In less time than it takes to tell it 
two automobiles of The Constitution 
and The Journal were racing over the 
smooth country roads. 

Neither party knew that the other 
was making the trip and they took 
different routes. It was a thrilling ride 
over roads that were absolutely new 
to the drivers. At various forks there 
was no time to pick and choose. In- 
stinct was the guide. Farm houses, 
telegraph poles, trees, horses, mules, 
wagons were seen in a blurred sort of 
fashion as the machines tore over the 
roads, leaving miles behind them at a 
terrific rate. 

At times the speedometers registered 
55 miles an hour. The Constitution's 
car left Atlanta at 1:30 o’clock. At 
8:30 o'clock it had reached Jackson, 
passing through Hapeville, Jonesboro, 
McDonough and Hampton without a 
stop. The Journal's car had gone by 
way of Griffin. The two cars met at 
Jackson, where a stop of fully an hour 
was made during the coroner's in- 
quest over the body of Jessie Singley, 
the murdered deputy sheriff. 

With only five miles to Indian Spring 
where the initial trouble took place, 
the cars started from Jackson with 
every prospect of making the run in 
a few moments.

ITENDENCY OF STOCKS 
TOWARD HIGHER LEVEL 


After Several Setbacks, 7 jae 
: Became Firm Toward 


End of Session. 


New York, August 28.—The securi- 
ties market was released today from 
the pressure which has been lowering 
(prices of stocks almost without in- 
terruption during the past month. The 
‘Market was irregular and uncertain, 
but the tendency toward a higher 
level was unmistakable. After sever- 

temporary setbacks, prices grew 
firm, the end of the day showing 
numerous gains of 1 to 2 points among 
the leading issues. 

Conditiong governing the stock mar- 
|ket were not changed in important 
particulars and there seemed to be no 
€rounds for a reversal of speculative 
sentiment. The strength of the mar- 
‘Ket was accordingly ascribed to the 
| operations of traders. Much of the 
strength of the market was apparent- 
ly due to short covering and the read- 
iness with which stocks were absorb- 
led on each reaction indicated the ex- 
|} tent of the movement. Reading, Union 
| Pacific and United Stateg Steel, which 
bore the brunt of the Reavy selling 
during the last few weeks, were in 
the lead of the day’s upward move- 
ment. 

Heavy selling of Canadian. Pacific, 
which at one time showed a loss of 
three points, was due primarily to 
Pressure from foreign markets, es- 
pecially Berlin. Bear traders took ad- 
vantage of the movement to check the 
advance in the general list, but were 
only temporarsuy successful and the 
Stock recovered a large part of its 
losa. Foreign transactions in the mar- 
ket were made up chiefly of sales, al- 
though international banking houses 
were in receipt of advices reportin 
more ‘reassuring sentiment abroa 
London disposed of 10,000 shares he re. 

The improvement in stocks brought 
with it no itndications that a more 
cheerful viewpoint had been adopted, 
Wall street’s pessimistic attitude found 
further encouragement in the an- 
nouncement of the New Haven asys- 
tems policy of drastic economy, as 
well as in news of the closing of ad- 
ditional textile mills in New England 
in furtherance of the curtailment pol- 
icy. Interests affected by the recent 
cut in the prices of print cloths pre- 
dicted an expansion in trading as a 
result. It was Said that the cut was 
not regarded as ~epgamaahg of simi- 
lar moves elsewhere. 

Advices from the west “were that 
traffic over western railroads showed 
little change from the trend which has 
characterized it during recent weeks. 
Railroad officials still report that the 
agesregats amount of freight is slight- 
ly tn exoess of the same period of a 
year ago. Stronger hopes were en- 
tertalined that a peaceful settlement 
of the labor troubles on the Harriman/ 
lines might be effected. 

A sharp upturn in Erte first pre-

ON DAMAGE REPORTS

Chicago, August 238.—Although re- 
ports of damage to a portion of the 
Canadian crop not yet harvested lent 
a firmer tone to the’ wheat market 
today, an advance of 5-8c over Satur- 
day brought out an ample supply, and 
the close was only 1-8@1-4 to 1-4@3-8 
better than the previous close. Corn 
and oats are strong, the former ad- 
ai a to 8-4c and the latter 
8-8@1 = 5-8c. Final figures on 
provisions were a shade down to 50 
higher. 

While news of interest in the wheat 
pit was comparatively bullish, it was 
insufficiently startling to maintain any 
material price advances. The trade 
conceded sOMe damage has been done 
late Canadian crop by the frosts which 
followed recent rains, but it is as- 
sumed the damage will prove to have 
bee to the quality of the cereal 
rather than to the quantity. A Minot, 
N. D., private dispatch declared that 
frost has hit the country hard from 
Canada to South Dakota, hurting all 
late crop. “Everything is bullish ex- 
cept speculation,” the telegram con- 
cluded. A sale of 125,000 bushels No. 
2 hard winter wheat afloat was made 
here at 33-4c over September. The 
market for futures opened nervous, 
opening prices ranging over a half- 
cent. At this point December sold at 
the top, 955-8, but sold off to 95c 
and closed at 961-4c. Cables were 
higher both from Liverpool and the 
continent. World’se shipments were 
4,484,000 bushels ‘under those fof & 
year ago. Russia and the Danube 
provinces shipped only 3,232,000 bushels 
last week. The domestic visible in- 
crease of 616,000 bushels was nearly 
two million under the increase for the 
corresponding week of 1910. 

The corn market was strong and 
closed at the top. The sale of 540/000 
bushels of the spot article to the sea- 
board was reported and shipping 
points announced 25 cargoes taken for 
export. With the exception of the 
northwest, where frost was reported, 
weather in the corn belt was excel- 
lent. September sold between 647-8 
and 65 1-4, closing &t the latter figure, 
while the December range was 621-4 
to’62 8-8, with the close at the top. 

Oats were fairly active and the tone 
strong. Elevators were buyers of the 
near deliveries and sellerg of the de- 
ferred. Cash sales were 385,000 bush- 
els. December sold between 45 and 
451-2, closing at the latter. 

The provisions trade was centered 
in lard, mostly for January delivery, 
which was bought 
houses. Selling of January product 
was scattered, but free in September 
and October. January pork closed 
21-2c up at 16.40; January lard bc 
up at 9.121-2 and January Tibs a 
shade down at 40.

BALLOON FLIGHT - 
ACROSS ATLANTIC 


Melvin Vanniman’s Great 
Dirigible Is Ready for the 
Voyage. 


Akron, Ohio, August 28—~Melvin Van- 
iman’s balloon with which he and five 
others say they will attempt to fly 
across the Atlantic ocean October 22, 
will be shipped from Akron to Atlan- 
tic City today, having just been com- 
pleted in a local rubber factory. As 
soon as the framework of steel] tubing 
is attached and the balloon inflated in 
the mammoth hangar, the airship will 
be christened the “Akron” with fitting 
ceremonies. 

The “Akron” is the only dirigible of 
the first-class ever built on this side 
of the Atlantic. It is 268 feet long or 
about 30 feet longer than the “Amer- 
ica’’ which was lost in the ocean as a 
sequel to the Walter Wellman expe- 
dition last year. 

Filled with hydrogen, it will have an 
atmospheric displacement of 350,000 
cubic feet and a gross lifting power 
of 26,000 pounds. With the car and 
engines attached, it will have a net 
capacity of 12,000 pounds, or about 80 
persons. 

“The ‘Akron’ is made 
pieces of tough fabric. 

The propellers will each be driven 
by a gasoline engine o1 a hundred 
horse power. The gas bag is of the 
cigar shape with an extreme diameter 
of 45 feet. 


EMBLEMS OF MOURNING 
FOR THEATER VICTIMS 


Canonsdurg, Pa., August 28.—After 
carefully examining the Canonsburg 
opera house, where twenty-six persons 
were crushed to death Saturday night 
following a false alarm of fire, city 
inspectors announced this afternoon 
that the owner of the building ang the 
manager of the theater had not vio- 
lated the law in any way. 

The fire escapes were found in per- 
fect condition and the stairway where 
the unfortunate victims met their 
fate was wide enough for al] demands 
of the law. 

Search is being instituted for two 
Italians who were sitting in the gal- 
lery and whose cry of fire is believed 
to have caused the disaster. 

Emblems of mourning fluttered from 
more than a score of houses today in- 
dicating where the full force of the 
blow had been felt. For the most 
part they were white ribbons, show- 
ing that children made up in a large 
part the victims of the terrible hap- 
pening. 

All the bodies had been taken from 
the improvised mortuaries to their 
former homes and preparations were 
made for the funerals, many of which 
will be held today and tamorrow. Lit- 
tle white hearses were called into ac- 
tion and twenty-six caskets arrived 
from Pittsburg.
